MOTHER SEES ACCIDENT 


. Bonnett, 14 years old, son 
of W. G Bennett, contractor and pbuild- 
@r of Gil Morgan street. was drowned 
Gunday afternoon when he tried to float 
eon his back and was swept beyond his 
Gepth in the Meramec River opposite 
Meramec Highlands. His father caught 
him and tried to save him, but the boy 
alipped from his grasp. The elder Ben- 
Watt,. exhausted from his struggles, sank 
twice and was rescued by other bathers. 

The boy's mother, who was standing 


ein the opposite bank of the stream, 


fainted when she saw the boy slip from 
her husband’s hold and disappear. She 
collapsed and is in a serious condition 
at her home, under the care of phy- 
sicians.

Empress Theater, and his wife, went to 
Meramec Highlands in an automobile. 
A dig party of bathers was in 
the river when the party reached the 
First Landing at noon and they stopped 
to look on. 

Father ang Son Went. 

At the request of his son, Bennett 
rented a boat and he and the boy crossed 
the river to the beach and went bathing, 
while Mrs. Bennett and Heib and his 
wife waited on the other shore. 

Ralston Bennett could not swim, and 
was cautioned by his father to stay close 
to the bank. Fifteen minutes after they 
entered the water the elder Bennett told 
Ralston he would swim upstream and 
told him to remain where he was, in 
about three feet of water. 

After his father swam away, Ralston 
tried to imitate other bathers by float- 
ing on his back. As he raised his feet 
he was swept out by the current about 
six feet into a stepoff, where the depth 
10 feet. 

His father heard his cries and started 
foward the boy as Helb and Mrs. Ben- 
nett shouted to him. Bennett grabbed 
his son as he was sinking the second 
time and tried to pull him toward the 
shallow water. As the boy struggled 
he broke away and went under again, 
and did not come up. 

Bennet, by this time, was exhausted. 
He sank and other bathers jumped into 
the deep water to rescue him. Others 
dived to try to find the son. The elder 
Bennett was taken the shore and 
was revived. The boy's body was re- 
covered an hour later with grappling 
hooks.

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MOTORMAN TRIES

LEAVING SGHUOL 


They Hurl Bricks and Spirited 
Fight Results Near Sumner 
High School. 


CLASH CAUSES RUNAWAY 


Brick Hits Wagon and Breaks 
Window—Boys Scatter at 
Sight of Policeman. 


A fight with bricks, stones, and clubs 
as weapons, between about fifty negro 
boys and an number of white 
yeuths took place Monday afternoon 
near the Sumner High School, at Cot- 
tage and Goode avenues, as the negroes 
left the school for the noon recess. 

The white boys had prepared for the 


coming of the negro boys and guarded a 
pile of bricks and stones under à tree 
at Maffitt avenue and Whittier street. 
As the negroes emerged from the school 
they saw their enemies lined up for the 
tight. They picked up stones and rocks 
from the streets as they marched toward 
the crowd. 
Both Sides Retreat. 

A rain of stones greeted the negroes. 
They exhausted their ammunition and 
began to fall back. The white boys 
chased them to Whittier street and St. 
Ferdinand avenue, when the negroes 
made a stand. 

By this time the weapons of the white 
boys had all been thrown in the direc- 
tion of the negroes. They picked up 
most of them and were using them to 
good advantage. 

The whites retreated and at Whittier 
street and cottage avenue the opposing 
crowds came to a stand near a large 
pile of paving bricks. Both sides ral- 
lied and made a united attack upon 
the brick pile. A moment later the bat- 
tle was continued with renewed vigor. 

A brick struck a wagon of the Hom: 
Bakery Co., standing in front of the 
Macken Bros. grocery at the corner. 
The team ran away. 

Window Is Shattered, 

J. J. Macken ran out of the store. A 
brick shattered the plate glass windor’ 
in his store. The driver of the bakery 
wagon ran through the fusillade of 
stones after his wagon. 
stopped after a chase of two blocks. 

Patrolman George Erlacher of 200 
Whittier street was off duty dozing on 
the rear porch when he heard the 
stones thump against the front of his 
home. He put on his uniform and ran 
out. 

At the sight of the patrolman the op- 
posing armies ran west on Cottage ave- 
nue to Goode and scattered. 

Macken said that for two years the 
youths have had fights. The policemen 
found no casualties to report beyond 
broken windows and bruised doors.

McLoughlin Defeats Briton in 
Deciding Game for the Dwight 
Davis Cup. 


FIRST TIME IN 10 YEARS 


Trophy Which Was Taken 
Abroad in 1903, Will Be 
Played for On This Side. 


WIMBLEDON, England, July 28.— 
The United States lawn tennis team 
carried off the world’s championship 
today when Maurice E. McLoughimh 


of San Francisco won the fourth and 
deciding match in the contest with 
England for the Dwight F. Davis in- 
ternational trophy. 

MoLoughlin, the American national 
champion, was drawn against Charles 
P. Dixon and won in straight sets, 
8—6, 6—3, 6—2. 

The first set was hard fought, but 
Dixon was in the lead only once. As 
soon as McLoughlin steadied down 
to his task he had the Englishman 
at his mercy. The second and third 
sets were easy for the brilliant 
American, who was playing at the 
top of his game. 

There was an immense crowd in 
the stands. Summer skies and a high 
temperature greeted the players. 
These conditions suited the American 
competitors better than the weather 
prevailing during the preceding two 
days. McLoughlin especially profited 
by the heat.

Trophy Returns to U. 8S. After Ten 
Years. 


The Davis cup, emblematic of the 
worlad’s team championship in lawn 
tennis, which returns to the United 
States after an absence of 10 years, 
first was put in play in 1900. The trophy 
— massive silver punch bow!l—was the 
gift of Dwight F. Davis, now Park 
Commissioner of St. Louls, who donated 
it with the idea of stimulating inter- 
national competition in the court game. 
The success of the plan was assured 
from the beginning. In the n years 
which have elapsed since the gift, the 
cup has been in play 12 seasons. The 
United States and Ungland and Aus- 
tralia have all in turn won and lost 
the prise, which has proved to be the 
most widely and frequently played for 
international trophy on record. 

In 1900 and 1903, the United States 
teams successfully defended the oup 
against the attack of the British Isles 
players. In 1908 the Doherty brothers 
carried ft away to England. The next 
four years the United States and Aus- 
tralian players led the sorties for the 
cup and finally in 1907 the famous anti- 
podean players, Brookes and Wilding, 
took the cup to Australia. There it 
stayed until last winter, when the En- 
glish team, consisting of Parke, Dixon 
and Beamish, won it for the British

Fumes of Insecticide Almost Sus. 
pend Circulation of James 
Robertson, 15 Months Old. 


Poisoned by inhalation of fumes of 
hydrocyanic acid, used by his mother 
in an attack on bedbugs, Baby James 
Robertson of 1434 Wittenberg street, is 
fighting feebly for his life at the city 
hospital. 

Several nurses and physicians are 
working over him, trying to restore cir- 
culation, which was nearly suspended 
when his aunt, Mrs. Eva Oliver, found 
him, numb and cold, at 6 a. m. Monday. 

The physicians said he had one chance 
in five to recover. He is 16 months old. 
He was put to bed at 9 p. m. Sunday, 
after his mother had sprayed the vola- 
tile acid on the cracks of the bedstead. 

The acid, which is known also es prus- 
sic acid, is one ef the most deadly of 
poisons and is highly volatile. It evap- 
otated rapidly, and filled the room with 
a poisonous gas. 

Mr. and Mrs. Chartes Robertson, 
father and mother of James, slept in the 
same room. The father was almost 
overcome by the , fumes, and his lips 
were blue when he was aroused from a 
deep sleep in the morning. 

When Mrs. Robertson discovered that 
the poisonous fumes had almast stopped 
the heart action of Baby James, she 
carried him in her arms to the North 
Bide Dispensary. The physicians there 
gave him emergency treatment, and 
sent him to the city hospital. 

Mrs. Robertson said that hydrocyanic 
acid had been recommended to her hus- 
band as sure death to bed bugs. She 
said she had used it several times, but 
always in the day time, and that the 
fumes had passed out of the room be- 
fore night. 8

Governor of Yucatan Says Am- 
bassador Threatened Him if 
He Didn't Recognize Huerta. 
EAGLE PASS, Tex., July B. —The fol- 
lowing statement about Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson today was teie- 
graphed to President Wilson by Gov. 
Vales of the State of Yucatan, Mexico, 
now in Piedras Negras, the Oonstitu- 

tionalists’ provisional capital: 

Jam the Constitutional Governor of 
Yucatan, having been elected Dec. 139, 
1911, and still holding under the consti- 
tutions and laws of Mexico. 

“I am the brother-in-law of Vice 
President Pino Suarez and was in Mex- 
ico City with my family during the Feb- 
ruary revolution, when Feb. 19 it be- 
came necessary for me to flee to save 
my life. My wife subsequently called on 
Ambassador Wilson and he told her that 
it was necessary she should telegraph 
me at once and urge me strongly to rec- 
ognize Gen. Huerta as President of the 
republic.“ 

Vales’ telegram declared the Ambassa- 
dor threatened him with what would 
happen if Vales did not recognize Huer- 
ta. The telegram also specified other al- 
leged actions of the American Ambassa- 
dor to which Vales and Mexicans ob- 


jected. 


FULL UNDERSTANDING 
WITH JAPAN IN SIGHT 


Purposes of Two Nations Shown 
Frankly in Negotiations

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Administra- 
tion officials here are disposed to take 
an optimistic view of the negotiations 
with Japan arising from her protest 
against the California antl-alien land 
law and believé a complete understand- 
ing almost is in sight.

Six Tourists Probably Fatally 
Injured in Actident Near

. BOULDER, Colo., July 28.—Twenty- 
seven passengers were injured, six 
probably fatally, when five coaches 
of the Denver, Boulder & Western 
train overturned in the mountains 
near Eldora, Colo., yesterday. In the 
five coaches were 125 passengers,

MOSQUITOES RIDE IN 
UN STORM AND CITY 


St. Louisans Say Insects Were 
Blown Through Screens. 


An invasion of mosquitoes in” and 
around St. Louis, following Sunday aft- 
ernoon’s windstorm, was complained of 
Monday by residents in several sections 
of the city and in the county. 

It was ascertained that the wind from 
the south and southwest brought a cloud 
of the pesky little sleep disturbers into 
the city. The wind was so strong that 
in some cases it blew the mosquitoes 
right through the mesh of window and 
door screens, according to some of those 
who told of the visitation. 

Dr. G. A. Jordan, assistant Health 
Commissioner, who has been making war 
on mosquitoes, said that he felt one 
mosquito while in Forest Park Sunday 
night, but he said he had not been of- 
ficlally informed of the invasion. 

“It is possible for mosquitoes to be 
blown in on a storm,” he said. If this 
occurred yesterday, we will have to be 
more vigilant than ever and kill off the 
unwelcome visitors before they have a 
chance to multiply. The work we did 
last year in putting kerosene in all 
streams and ponds in St. Louis had prac- 
tically eliminated the mosquito.“ 

Dr. Jordan, Monday, sent out three 
wagon loads of oil to be placed wherever 
standing water might be found. He 
again issued a warning to householders 
not to leave water standing on their 
premises. 

“A pint of water in a tin can will pro- 
vide a breeding place for millons of 
mosquitoes, he said.

On 
his way there Seeler had told a neigh- 
bor, Henry Moentmann, he had killed his 
wife and had reserved one bullet for 
himself. He made no resistance to the 
Sheriff, however. 

Seller and his wife have been mar- 
ried about six years and have two chil- 
dren, the eldest a boy of 4 They sep- 
arated last spring after the wife had 
had Seller arrested, charged with beat- 
ing her. A Justice of the Peace fined 
him $20 on this charge. At the time the 
man wept and blamed his wife’s rela- 
tives for his troubles.
